We believe individuals have dignity and worth, and when we
intervene with young people who have been harmed, we increase their potential for future success. House File
1712 will allow social workers to support young people and their families when they are harmed by trauma or
face other barriers that put their future success at risk. Specifically, we appreciate the grant opportunities
provided in this bill to support programs that:

e Provide wraparound services to ensure at-risk youth receive full support.
e Offer culturally competent support for youth victims of trauma.
e Work directly with youth who have experienced or caused violence to provide intervention and healing

services, decreasing the likelihood of future incidents.
e Provide education, training, and counseling designed to reduce domestic and family violence and assist
victims of that violence.
Support single parents or peer-to-peer support for parents.
Support children of incarcerated parents.
Work to disrupt the cycle of violence.

When we invest in early intervention and prevention strategies, we reduce trauma and empower young
people.
